AT THE END OF THE PRE-CLINICAL PERIOD, THE STUDENTS ARE ATTRACTIVELY 
ATTIRED IN PINK PINAFORES AND WHITE BLOUSES. THE SENIOR STUDENT WEARS 
A SINGLE CHEVRON ON THE LEFT SLEEVE TO INDICATE RANK. THE SCHOOL, TO 
HELP MEET THE DEMAND FOR QUALIFIED LICENSED PRACTICAL NURSES IS GEARED 
TO GIVE AN EFFECTIVE TRAINING WHICH WILL RESULT IN THE PRACTICAL NURSE 
BECOMING SKILLED IN NURSING TECHNIQUES AND RELATED KNOWLEDGE. MANY OF 
OUR GRADUATES ARE EMPLOYED IN HOSPITALS THROUGHOUT THE FIVE BOROUGHS.

PROGRAM CHANGES, THE AFFILIATION BECAME A FOUR WEEK ORTHOPEDIC COURSE. 
THESE STUDENTS ARE IN THEIR THIRD YEAR OF A BACCALAUREATE PROGRAM, 
UPON STAISFACTORY COMPLETION OF THIS PROGRAM, THE STUDENTS RECEIVE A 
BACHELOR OF SCIENCE IN Nunsinc. Mrss Mary JEANNE OLAPP IS ASSISTANT 
PROFESSOR AWD IMfrss Dean Smrtu, Instructor, on THE ScHOOL FacunTy oF
